THE NORCROSS TROUBLE. 


Norcross, Ga., June 10, 1870. 


Editors Constitution: 1 think I can ap- 
preciate the motives which prompt you 


to with all the parties to the Norcross 
matter to drop the subject; and it may 
be best tor you that it should be dropped. 


But since you have materially changed 


your notice of the ‘‘Evangelist,” in your 


issue of the 29th May, it is not best for 


myself and others, who signed the card 
denouncing as false certain statements 
attributed to Mr. Fackler, in that notice, 


that the subject should be dropped, be- 


cause your qualification of the statements 
of Mr. Fackler, with reference to firing, 
etc., taken in connection with the card 
published by D. U. Sloan and others, 


puts myself and other signers of the card 
of denunciation before the public in a 
false light. Knowing as we do, that we 
have aflirmed the truth, and believing 
the private statements and this last pub 
lication of the parties most interested to 
be a subterfuge, by which the guilty seek 
to extricate themselves from a troub‘e- 
some dilemma, I feel that in justice to 
this community and the public general 
ly, a full statement of the facts, as they 
really exist, should be published through 
your columns. It is not my desire to 
keep so disgraceful a matter before the 
public for the purpose of engendering 
strife, but that the unmistakable truth 
may te known, in order that the blame 
may rest where it justly belongs.

The recent attempt of a United States 
district judge to hold the proprietors of a 
Texas pewspaper responsible at the bar 
of bis court for acriticism of his con- 
duct which appeared in that journal, 
has attracted wide-spread attention. The 
liberty of the press is one of the guaran- 
tees of the constitution of our country 
which, in these days of radical mutations 
and centralisms, has been most jealously 
guarded The effurts which have been 
madc to muzzle the press have uniformly 
resulted in the propulsion of a boomer. 
ang which returoed to wound its origina- 
tor. Thecasesof Dana, of the New 
York Sun, in which Judge Blatchford 
delivered an opinion which must always 
be an uuthority, and of Storey, publisher 
of the Chicago Ti nes, who was indicted, 
fiuved acd imprisoned for telling the peo 
pie tie kind of msathey were who sa! 
upon the grand jury of the 
county, are notabie exumples 
And then there is the Jamented Puland, 
ot Vermont, who got up that little *‘gug- 
law” in congress, and died (politically) in 
the effort to swaddle it. This last tilt 
occurr.ng in Texas finds as ludicrous and 
abortive a termination.

00 perished, . rin eventhatof Calabria, 
where 40,000 were destroyed; but in te:- 
ror and volcanic phenemena 
it probably exceeded either. 
Any earthquake is sufficiently terrifying. 
Che most we know about them is that 
they areduc to some subierranean agency. 
Tuis powerful uaderzrouad muvemeat 
is popularly counecied with volcanic 
eruptions, and the two ure aitributed, in 
ihe popular miad at leust, to an internal 
molten mass that coustitutes the heart oi 
the ball we live upon. Our brief dis 
patches fromthe New Granada disaster 
show that at least one volcano broke out 
simultaneously with the destructive agi. 
tation of ‘he earth’s surface. 

The scene of this destruction of life 
is a8 near to us as it can 
well be, and be in South America. Leav- 
ing a gulf port, wecross the Gulf itself 
and the land-lecked Carribean sea to 
reach the port of Buarranfuilla, at the 
mouth of the Magdalina river ian New 
Granada. The population of the repub- 
lic is about three million, divided among 
eight states. Col. Scruggs, of Atlanta, 
Lhe representative of this country, resides 
B guta, which sharply felt the eurtquake, 
although in a modified degree. His 
graphic pen may yet give us a vivid p.c- 


The Cord leraof the Andes spreads 
out, es it enters the  courtry 
from the south, into three g ca 
ranges. The most easterly of these cul- 
minates in the rucky state of Santander, 
un the Venzuelian frontier, pear the head 
waters of the Orinoco. Tris state is 
about two hundred miles from Barran- 
quilla, about four hundred from Aspia 
wall, and about one hundred from Bo- 
gota. In 1850 it contained 378,876 peo- 
ple. It was the center of the earth- 
quake’s most destructive work. The 
capital of Santander, San Jose de Cucuta, 
was a commercial town of some 18,000 
people. ‘Only a few families escaped,” 
says the brief telegram from 
Panama. san Christobal, which 
contained 16,000 people, was ‘‘nearly de- 
stroyed,” and many other towns in the 
prosperous and productive state, whose 
coffee is famous the world over, suf- 
fered severely. 

The shock was as sudden as it was 
overwhelming. The movement hurled 
into eternity in less than a minute, not 
less than fifty thoxsand persons, in all 
probability. It destroyed vast amounts 
of property, and left the beautiful moun- 
tain state in gloom andruin. All will 
await the fuller mail accounts with the 
deepest interest.

A History ot his Crime and a Sketch 
ey of his Life.

The report that the Governor and 
Council will in all probability vote to 
commute the sentence of Jesse Hard- 
ing Pomeroy to imprisonmet for life in- 
stead of ‘ordering his execution, has 
been spread broadcast through the 


community, and it seems to be pretty 


well authenticated, This action will 
undoubtedly lead to a good deal of com- 
ment and discussion, as the community 
is divided in regard to the advisability 
and justice of hanging or commutation. 

There is much argument on both 
sides in this case. While his atrocious 
crimes send a chill through the blood, 
and cause believers in capital punish- 
ment to earnestly demand that the 
majesty of the law be vindicated, and, 
moreover, that he be put out of the way 
of ever repeating his crimes, there are 
many other people who argue that it 
would be a blot on the good name and 
fair fame of the old Bay State to have 
recorded that her men, in high places, 
have hung a boy! 

The story of the bloody deeds and 
inhuman butcheries of this bey, who 
has earned the title of “the boy tiend,” 
will not soon be effaced from the minds 
of the people of this generation, at 
least, and his pame will be used in the 
household, as it bas been, as a terror to 
refractory children. Notwithstanding 
the fact that thé story has been so often 
told, it is not mopportune at the pres- 
ent time, in view of the facts above 
stated, to briefly recount the terrible 
crimes that have rqgdered Pomeroy 
famous in criminal history. 

If the thrst for human blood and 
delight in witnessing the sufferings of 
others were not born in this boy, it 
certainly was developed at avery early 
age, for he 1s found at the tender age of 
three years, a mntre iufant, cutting and 
stabbing a kitten, and takivg infinite 
delight in its agony. Placed at school 
at an early age, the cruelty of his dis- 
position was often shown iu the pl as- 
ure he experienced in tormenting chil- 
dren younger than himself, by distort- 
ing his features. No marked case of 
extreme cruelty was, however, made 
known until a little son of Mr. Plane, 
of Chelsea, was enticed up 2n Powder 
Horn Hill by Pomeroy, tied to a post 
and most cruelly beaten with a rope 
and left helpless. This was about 
Christmas, 1871, and from that time 
the boy’. appetite for blood seemed to 
grow, and during the next year deeds 
of acritminal kind were often repeated. 
When finally brought to justice and 
arraigned for the crimes committed, 
this year, 1872, he confessed to having 
committed the following brutal! aseaults: 

“February 21, 1872, upon Tracy Hay- 
den, whom he stripped naked, tied to a 
post and beat with boards and a rope, 
breaking the bridge of his nose, knocx- 
ing out several of his teeth, and in- 
tlicting other terrible injuris. 

July 4, 1872 upon Johnny Baich, who 
was enticed upon Powder Horn Hill, 
stripped, gagged, and terribly beaten, 


wounds might be fully felt. 
September, 1872, Kobert Gould was 


of the Liartford and Erie Railroad, and 
there stripped and tied to a telegraph 
pole, and whipped and cut about the 
head with a pen knife. 

In August of the same year Harry 
Austin was treuted in the same buarba- 
rous p.anner, at South Boston; and a 
short time after, George Pratt was 1n- 
duced to go on board a yacht at South 
soston, Where he was stripped, accord- 
ing to this fiend’s custom, and after hav- 
ing been punctured with pins and need- 
les, was left insensible and bleeding. 

About this time, also, Joseph Kennedy 
was maltreated upon tae Uld_ Colony 
Railroad, near South Boston, in the same 
manner as was Gould.” 

‘This career of blood was then checked 
for a \ime by the boy’s incarceration in 
the Reform School. His release froim 
the above occasioned but little comment, 
and he was but little thought of until 
the murdered body of the Millen boy 
was found, and he was arrested for the 
murder. 

Following this came the discovery of 
the body ot Katie Curron, and the fact 
that the boy was a double murderer. 
For the murder of the Millen boy he 
now stands convicted, and his career of 
crime, already too long, is cut short. 

Pomeroy has changed but littie during 
the past year, and his incarceration 
seems to have affected him but little phy- 
sically, so that a description of him pub- 
lished in The Globé at the time of his 
arrest, still gives an accurate view of his 
persoual appearance. He is about five 
feet in height, slim, straight, and when 
standing with averted fuce, presents a 
very goud appearance. His gait is shuf.- 
fling and slow, and there is nothing man- 
ly in his movements. Hs face is a study, 
aud physiognomists and those who de- 
light in the study of the human counte- 
nance, would do well to pay careful at- 
tention to our cut of the buy’s face, und 
scrutinize it closely. The story of his 
life is written there. There all the fright- 
ful possibilities of his cruel nature are 
depicted, and it is easy to believe him 
capable of perpetrating the diabolical 
deeds of which he has been convicted. 
The cast in the right eye has very little 
tv do with this impression, for it is the 
heavy under jaw, the firm set teeth, the 
lowering forenead, and sunken and tus- 
treless eyes that picture furth but too 
plainiy the merciless and unsympathetic 
soul beneath. It is the face of an ani- 
mal, intelligent to acertain extent, but 
still stamped with brutality and sensuali- 
ty. Itisaface such as is seidom seen, 
and one that the people of this State 
may pray to never see again. 

Vuring his stay in jail, Pomeroy can. 
not be suid to have wasted his time. 
While not engaged in conversation with 
the officers; his council, or those who 
have been admitted to see him, he has 
occupied his time in reading, and suita- 
ble jiterature has been furnished him. 
He sought eagerly for the newspapers, 
and exhibted a great desire to know how 
he was spoken of, and what the people 
thought of his case. He thoroughly 


placed himself, and conversed intelli- 
gently with the officers concerning his 
case and the prospect before him, and 
seemed to appreciate and rather relish 
the legal technicalities of council. So 
thoroughly familiar did he appear with 
the weak and strong points of the ar- 
gument in his favor and against him, 
and so keenly did he analyze the evi- 
dence of witnesses, that one of the of- 
ficers of the jail said, with considerable 
facetivusness, ‘‘He would make an or- 
nament to the Suffolk Bar.” His con- 
duct. has been exemplary, and he has 
now the sympatby, if not the affection 
of more than one person that has seen 
him behind bis iron bars. He is gentle 
in manner, and converses freely upon 
all subjects but his crimes. He is 
shrewdly suspicions, too, and cautious, 
and seems to weigh every question rela- 
tive to himself or family carefully in his 
mind before answering. He sits quietly 
in his cell the greater part of his time, 
and rather seem to enjoy being alone. 
On the whole, he has acted very sensibly, 
very cooly and entirely different from 
what might naturally be expected from 
one in his position. During the whole 
of the great discussion concerning what 
action the Governor and Council should 
take, he remained perfectly calm as us- 
ual, though he watched the efforts that 
were being made in his behalf with con- 
siderable interest, and was profuse in 
his praise of those who spoke and wrote 
in hisfavor. His ajpetite is good, his 
health is unimpaired, he sleeps well, 
and altogether seems grateful that he is 
shut out from a world between which 
and himself there is little sympathy.
